Preparing the Soil.—Select a warm, sun- 
ny place, and if possible prepare the ground 
in the fall by a liberal application of well 
rotted manure. If-your soil is adobe, use 
old coarse manure, and fine manure in the 
spring. Place the fine manure as much in 
the trenchés as. possible. 


Sowing the Seed.—After you have the soil \\ 
well prepared, make a trench six inches 
deep, sow. the seed about one inch apart
